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Continuation of 3. NOTE: the cover layer was not claimed originally or in prior amendments before the final rejection. Note that the current 
amendment has not corrected the dependance of claim 5. In the interview with Andrew Peret on 15 November 2005, the examiner agreed 
to reopen prosecution only to consider the status of claims 25-27, which are now allowable. This Supplemental Advisory Action includes 
this correction, but, the amendments filed on 6/24/05 and a duplicate on 12/17/05 have not been entered for the reason stated above. A 
new search will be conducted provided the applicant submits an RCE with the latest amendment. 
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
